How- 
ever, whether trimmings, dresses, capes, &o., 
this is the way to do it. Prepare three baths 
of benzine, which should be weakened by the 
addition of a little water, also prepare a 
strong solution of gum arabic in warm water. 
The velvet or plush, well brushed fres from 
dust, should passed through the three 
baths successively moving it about well in 
each, with the pile under, so that all crease 
and soil is washed out. On taking it out of 
the last bath dry it, not too rapidly, but 
thoroaghly, and brush the back well all over 
with the gum solution to stiffen the fabric 
and to prevent the pile getting loose, as 
otherwise it would surely do. When the 
gum has dried, turn the velvet or plush over 
on the right side and brush it smartly, sothat 
youget the pile evenly upright and toliein the

AN ADVENTURE IN THE CLOUDS. 
M. Besangon, one of the three French 
aeronauts rescued from the car of the balloon 
Jupiter by the steamship Germania, has given 
an account of his perilous adventure.
